Where such soil exists, under a suit- 
able climate, iis value to the wort!d is 
universally recognized. In al! the pro- 
gress of wheat culture in the United 
States or Canada, no such land 
was found uniil the Red Riv- 
er of the north was reach- 


ed, and there berond what was sup- 
posed not very long ago to be the 
extreme limit of profitable agricaliure 
of any kind has been found not only 
a climate suitable to the production 
of wheat but an inexsausiible soil ; 
a combination of soil and climate that 
has given ihe world its wheat of high- 
est grade. This is not a rw, it is an 
ald siory, established by experi- 
ence extending over thirty yeara, The 
great flour mills of Minneapolis, the 
iimancial and railroad centre of S&t. 
Paul, and the greac lake port of 
Duluth are allihe Ouigrowth of the 
product of the Red River Valley which 
thirty years ago was an unknown and 
uninhabited waste. Do-day the condi- 
tion of the wheat crop in the Red Riv- 
er Valley isk matter of the deepest! in- 
terest in all the commercial, finaticial 
and iransportation centres of the 
world, and because of the especially 
favorable conditions of soil and climate 
will be so for generationg 10 come. ° 


But now that part of the Red: River 
Valley which lies within the United 
States is fully occupied, Pioneer con- 
ditions have been succeeded hy all the 
advantages of a high civiization. The 
soil is as rich as ever and the grade ji 
wheat is still No. 1 hard, the standard 
oi the world. Under ihose conditions 
the price of land is high, and so the 
very iirst and mosi esseniiai condition 
whica attracts the pioneer,—cheap land 
—pc longer existe in the Red = River 
Valley. If the flowing tide of popu- 
lation, the increase ei many mullions 
oi people, is now to be chrown back up- 
on itself to congest in the great cities 
or degenerate on sub-divided and worn 
out farms the overfiow of ihe most in- 
dustrions und ambitious people on 
earth—of Canada and the United Sta- 
tes,—mus. iind still further on a suit- 
able iield and eijaw room for their 
life and labor, their energy and enter- 
prise, preierably in producing the 
world’s greatest need, more wheat. 
The internationa’ boundary, the 49ib 
para‘le], is mere'y an imaginary line, 
and it is worth while enquiring low far 
beyond that line the great wheat area, 
oi which the United States’ portion of 
the Red River Valley is a part, ex~ 
tends, 

The usual similarivy of soil and gen- 
era! conditions throughout the drain- 
age basin of amy river, or river system, 
is an accepted iacit,. Phe Red River o! 
the north is not an isolated stream but 
a part of a great-river sysiem having 
the most remarkaile similarity of ‘soil, 
irrespective oi considerable variavuions 
of climate, throughout ‘ts extent. It 
would be uuproiiiuble to here go into 
a detailed descririion of the geography 
and gaology of this region. ‘here are, 
however, two great mouncain divisions 
of the noribern part of the continent.

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THE GREAT WHEAT BELT. 
«Coniinued ) 

Wheat is grown over a wide range of 
latitude and under many and varying 
climatic conditions, In some respects 
it is the har@est of sman grains and 
in others the most delicate: In the 
earlier stages of sts growth it will 


stand almost any vicissiiude of climate, 
but as it nears meturity it becomes 
exceedingly sensitive to climatic dis- 
turbances. For about three weeks, 
while passing from the bloom to the 
mature grain it is especially sensiiive 
to the slightest touch of frost, which 
is the great drawback of wheat grow- 
ing in northern latiiudes. A differ- 
ence of one or two degrees in tempera- 
ture on a single night during this per- 
jiod will make the difference between 
eneceess and failure of a wheat crop, 
and mean thousands or perhaps mil- 
lions of dollars joss to the region © af- 
fected. Where the line between €uc- 
cess and failure is so narrow it — be- 
comes possible to pass over it. The ex- 
yerrence of half a century in all parts 
of North America has demonstraied 
that the general cultivation of the soil 
of any region tends towards the main- 
tenance of an equal temperature, and 
therefore that many regions in which 
wheat did not mature successfully 
while the country was in a raw condi- 
tion, become the mos. successful: wheat 
producers when cultivation has become 
general. It is 2 fact that the regions 
of North America, which are today 
recognized as the great sources of the 
wheat supply of the continent and of 
the civilized world are far beyond, what 
were supposed to the climatic limits 
oi wheat production fifty years ago. 


The production. of wheat is limited 
rather by conditions of sol than by 
lines of latitude, The most remarkable 
feature of the spread of the 'gfawth of 
wheat on the continent of America is 
the continual shifting of the centre 
of the wheat growing area and iis 
continual progress in a nortbwester- 
ly direetion. The eagiern etates and 
provinces which were the great wheai 
producers oi half of a century ago now 
buy most of the wheat they need for 
their own bread, from siates and ter- 
ritories which then were considered to 
be far beyond the climatic passibilicy 
of wheat. The cause of this remark- 
able change of the Centre of produc-

“Lbis process was 
continuous,” The world’s need of wheal 
carried civilization westward along 
theoGrent Thakes, siill westward and 
nofthward into the basin of the Misis- 
sippi, and siill wesiward and nerthb- 
ward into the valley of the Red River 
of-the north. Forests were Geared abd 
prairies brought under cultivation, 
roads were construcied, ciiies were 
built} vast industries established and 
civilization epread over the face of the 
earth, all*because the world needed 
wheat. And alihough .he wheat area 
moved aiways forward it siill jeft smil- 
ing fields and happy hon:es behind, de- 
pendent on other resources than wheat, 
under conditions which made there 
resources of equal value with, but al- 
ways boravse of, the wheat..
